In direct and positive antagonism to 
these doctrines, Spiritualism “pro 
porves equally God, tho human porson, 
and external naturo, without con- 
founding them and without Isolating 
the one from the other” 

Tho spiritual philosophy — teaches 
that man fs an Immortal soul nnd 
holds moral relations to God. 

It denles utterly that thought |н 
evolved, or secreted, by molecular nc- 
tion of the brain, It tulmilta 
that molecular motion In tho 
brain Is a concomitant of thought, 
as а high pulso ds a concomlt- 
ant of fever; but It dentes that thought 
Is the result of such motion any more 
than Is fever the result of high pulse, 
It asserts that man is a dual опу, 
soul and body. It further asserts that 
man has two bodles, one visible and 
the other Invisible to physical sight; 
one tangible and tho other Intangible; 
one material and the other ethereal, 
and that death Is but the casting off 
of the material body, while the soul 
still exists In the ethereal body, the 
true “home of the soul.” 

Wo, therefore, confidently assert 
that thought docs not originate In the 
material brain of man, and that bts de- 
rtruction has no effect on the contin 
ulty of По, Wo agree with Prof, Tyn- 

dall that the human brain is "tho or- 
gan of thought and feeling,” and that 
“thought has its correlative In the phy- 
sles of the brain.” That Prof, Tyn- 
dall, however, was aware of the fu- 
tility of any attempt to base the phe- 
nomena of consclousness and Intell. 
gence solely upon molecular activity 
of the brain Is evident from the words 
he puts In the mouth of Bishop But- 
ler In the Belfast Address, Speaking 
of the material atoms of which tho 
human brain ів composed, the bishop 
says: “Your atoms are Individually 
without sensation, much more are they 
without Intelligence. May I ask you, 
then, to try your hand upon this prob- 
lem. Take your dead hydrogen atoms, 
your dead oxygen atoms, your dead 
carbon atoms, your dead nitrogen 
atoms, your dead phosphorous atoms, 
and all other atoms, dead as gvalns of 
sand, of which the brain 1s formed, 
Imagine them separate and sensation 
less; observe them running together 
and forming all Imaginable combina- 
tions, This, яя a purely mechanical 
process, Is seeable by the mind, But 
can you see, or dream, or In any way 
imagine, how out of that mechanical 


act, and from these Individually 
dead atoms, sensation, thought, 
and emotion are to rise? Are 
you likely to extract Homer 


out of the rattling of dice, or the dif- 
ferential calculus out of the clash of 
billard balls?" 

The difficulty the good bishop labor- 
ed under will, I think, be shared by all, 
or at least most Intelligent persons to- 
day.

Until recent times matter, so-called, 
was considered to exist only as a sol- 
Id, liquid, or gas, but modern research: 
он Into the phenomena of Hght and 
radiant heat, havo resulted In the diy- 
covery of a still more attenuated form 
оГ бое, the ethereal "From the 
phonomoena of wound, as displuyed In 
tho alr, elenco has ascended,” says 
Prof, Tyndall, "to the phenomena of 
light, as displayed 4n the ether,” 

Light crosses tho abyss of spaco as 
a Wave motlon, a fact proven by tho 
Interference, It In 
Impossible, however, to concolve of 
тооп, In this sense, whthout t move- 
ment of something, and thus the no- 
сенн ея of the undulatory theory of 
Might bavo lead up to the modern con- 
ceptlon of the luminiferous ether as a 
medium for Its transmission, “Tho 
notion of thls medium,” says Prof, 
Tyndall, “must not be considered as a 
vague or fanciful conception on the 
part of &elentifie men. Of Its reality 
most of them are as convinced as 
they are of the existence of the sun 
and moon, The Iumlniferous ether has 
definite mechanical properties, IL is 
almost Infinitely more — attenuated 
than any known gas, but Ilg 
properties aro those of a solid 
rather than of a gas, It resembles 
jelly rather than alr.” 

Here we have the highest selentifie 
authority for the assertion that tho 
ether which fills all space, permeates 
all sbstances, and transmite light- 
waves at the Inconcelyable speed of 
186,000 miles a second, 15 mattor “ale 
most infinitely more attenuated than 
any known gas," Nor Is It Inconcelv- 
able that matter may exist In a state 
almost Infinitely more attenuated than 
the ether, 

Now, let us assume a body compor- 
ed of matter In the ethereal form, or 
even |n a more highly attenuated 
form, almost Infinitely more attenuat- 
ed than the ether, and then let us con- 
elder whether such a body would be 
llable or not to decay and corruption,

body would be able to resist any stress 
or strain that could be put upon It, 
and even survive the shock of death?

Thin Iden ia the outgrowth of man's 
Imperfect knowledge, or rather hin ute 
ter Ignorance, of the ultimate constitu 
ton of matter, and tt MII Hngers In 
the pages of our latest dictlonaries, ns 
witness this definition of "spirit in the 
Standard: “A disembodied soul, often 
regarded ns having some kind of Ime 
material body.” Now, Immaterial 
means not consisting of matter, hence, 
a “disembodied soul having an Imma- 
feral body" would be a soul without a 
body having a body not made of mat- 
ter, Such looseness of thought nrbes 
from n false conception regarding the 
almost Infinite tenulty of matter on the 
othereal plane, and Ils remarkable 
physleal properties, 

Tho anclent philosophers regarded 
spirit as an ethereal or exceedingly nt- 
fenuated Invisible substance, while the 
Buddhista have been called materialista 
because “what they call ярі ia but n 
refined form of matter,” In the light 
of the spiritual philosophy, It would 
seem that the anclent philosophers and 
the Buddhists had a clearer perception 
of the true nature of spirit than our 
modern wise men seem to роияи, 

It is true, there is a sense in which 
the term "nplrit^ may be defined ns 
“the part of man that has Intelligence 
nnd In invisible and fneorporeal," but 
it was not In this sense that the term 
was Intended by the anclent philoso- 
phers, nor Is IL so used by modern writ- 
era; the term “soul” having more gen- 
eral acceptance, as expressing the "In-

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CAMILLE FLAMMARION, THE AS 
TRONOMER. MAKES A PROPO- 
SITION IN THE INTEREST 
OF SCIENCE 


From a cable dispatch from Paris we 
learn that Camille Flammarion is out 
after a "ghost" in the Interest of sci- 
ence. He offers two thousand dol- 
lars for one. It would be useless for 
a Spiritualist to tell Flammarion 
where he could find one—albeit he 
says he із a Spiritualist himself. There 
are severe circumlocutions to French 
logic We learn further that Flam 
marions object is nothing less than 
the scientific proof of the existence of 
a soul After a period of skepticism, 
in which he doubted of an alter life, 
Flammarion was led, by scientific 
study, to the conviction that some- 
thing remains to survive the clay of 
the body and perpetuate the efforts of 
the mind. 

But between the few who have ac- 
cepted the existence of the soul as a 
scientific contlusion and the many 
who accept it as a part of early relig- 
lous training which they have never 
seen the necessity for questioning, 
there are some who deny everything 
on principle, save that which they can 
see, hear, or feel, although, as Flam- 
marion pointed out in a recent work, 
all that seems most real to the human 
senses is, in point of fact, most un- 
real, since apparent solidity is an ag- 
glomeration of independent molecules, 
and heat, light, and sound are merely 
movements. 

TO CROWN LIFE WORK. 

Flammarion wishes to leave as the 
crowning triumph of his life work, de- 
voted to astronomy and the sciences, 
irrefutable proof of immortality that 
will confound materialists by demon- 
strating the vastness of life, and the 
glories of infinity. For this, he has 
gathered together from ali quarters of 
the earth reliable evidence of spirit- 
manifestations of all kinds, to show 
the existence of beings no longer con- 
nected with the flesh, and, therefore, 
souls. He has braved the reproaches 
of conventional astronomers who are 
to him as the moon to the sun, and 
who look down upon those pursuits 
as “unworthy of a great mind;” for 
he considers that the study of infinity 
would be vain without the incentive 
of immortality. 

He has passed over reproaches for 
being too credulous, for he knows that 
he accepts only such facts as are in 
themselves plausible from a eclentific 
basis, and have been corroborated 
not only by one but by several wit- 
nesses in addition to the original in- 
formant. For these reasons, his book 
on the “Unknown,” published a year 
ago, is the most serious contribution 
yet made to the literature of spiritual 
questions: and the second work on 
which he is now engaged, and which 
will appear in the Spring. will bring 
even more conclusive evidence than 
the first. 

Although Flammarion never speaks 
in advance, his followers believe, 
from what they know of the facts 
brought together in this new book, 
that the most skeptical will be com- 
pelled to acknowledge the existence 
of the soul no longer as a matter of 
faith, but as a positive scientific dem- 
onstration. 


FLAMMARION INTERVIEWED. 
M. Flammarion said in an inter- 
view: 


“I bave never had personal experi- 
ence of psychological phenomena: no 
one living or dead has ever appeared 
to me in the spirit; I do not even have 
premonitions. I believe that those 
things exist, because of outside tea 
timony, which I have carefully veri- 
fied My study of some hundreds of 
peychological phenomena, such aa tel- 
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epathic apparitions, prophetic dreams, 
etc., have led me to four conclusions 

“Firat—The soul exists aa a real be- 
ing. Independent of the body. 

"Second— The soul is gifted with 
faculties still unknown to science. 

“Third—The soul can act from a 
distance, without the {ntermedlary of 
the senses. 

“Fourth—The future ls prepared be- 
forehand, and determined by causes 
which will bring it about. The soul 
is sometimes aware of the future 

“It must be confessed that about 
the nature of the human soul we still 
know practically nothing. It Is prob- 
able that the whole of science ja mis- 
taken in declaring the soal to be mere- 
ly a function of the brain, and that 
psychologists labor under à serious de- 
lusion in so believing The world 
which we see is not the true world, 
but a partial and false impression of 
our imperfect and limited senses. The 
survival of our soul seems to me cer- 
tain, although scientific proof is dif. 
ficult to obtain. 

"Of forty reports | am now examin- 
ing of apparitions of dead persons, 
with details signed and countersigned 
and certified, almost all are explained 
by hallucinations, and those in which 
hallucination has played no part are 
not striking. M. Deutsch founded a 
prize of 100,000 franca to encourage 
the perfection of dirigible balloons, 
I neither have a fortune, nor do | wish 
for one. Hut I offer a check for 10,000 
francs to anyone who will present to 
me a real ghost. This ghost would 
have more technical value than my 
wise and engertic friend Santos-Du- 
mont. Proof of the Immortality of 
the soul is more important than the 
advancement of aerial navigation. We 
may not be so far from this goal. The 
psychic scientists are advancing with 
rapid strides.  Posterity will remem- 
ber those who, like  Crookes and 
Myers, called scientiflc attention to 
problems too long considered insolu- 
ble and vain.”

DR. OLIVER LODGE TALKS OF 


PSYCHIC PHENOMENA, 


A cable dispatch to the Chicago Trib- 
une dated February 1 gives a report of 
the late lecture before the Soclety for 
Psychical Research by its president, 
Dr. Oliver J. Lodge. 

The reading of it to a Spiritualist 
conveys the impression of some far-off 
echo, Astonishing it really is to note 
the mole-like movements of sclentifle 
men toward the light of propositions 
long ago discovered by myrlads of in- 
telligent people the world over, and to 
which they must Inevitably give ad- 
herence soon or late, It has finally 
dawned on Dr. Lodge that the essen- 
tial claims of Spiritualism, so far as 
they relate to spirit return and com- 
munication, are true, 

But here is the report. It is far- 
fetched rather than far-reaching: 

The attitude of sclentifle men toward 
the phenomena of telepathy, trance, 
and clairvoyance has been so uncom- 
promisingly skeptical that Sir William 
Crooke's sympathetle discussion of the 
subject two years ago aroused the 
greatest popular Interest. Now comes 
a no less eminent Investigator, Dr, Oll- 
ver Lodge, who, as president of the 
Soclety of Psychical Research, deliver- 
ed yesterday a remarkable address, 

He affirmed thinga which a genera- 
tion ago would have been anathema In 
the mouth of a scientific man, and his 
audience, Including many eminent 
men, listened and applauded some far- 
reaching conclusions, 

TELEPATHY AS A REALITY, 

He did not hesitate to declare as an 
undoubted fact that under certain con- 
ditions the mouth can speak and the 
hand can write concerning things 
wholly outslde of the normal ken of 
the mind usually controlling them, 
Telepathy is the one ultra-normal hu- 
man faculty the reality of which every 
one who has engaged in researches |8 
prepared lo àssent to; that dosent 
to as û bare facta summary of cer 
talin observed phenomena. But its laws 
are unknown and its scope and meann- 
ing not yet apparent, IL is probably 
but one of à whole chapter of sclentifi- 
cally unrecorded but recognized hu- 
man faculties, 

It might turn out to be a mistake to 
attempt to employ it for the purpose 
of explaining @ great number of other 
powers which might be coextensive or 
equipotent with itself, though the at- 
tempt be @ natural and proper one to 
make. For à time, however, telepathy 
itself stood In need of explanation. Un- 
Ul they could answer that question It 
was barely possible ty regard telepathy 
аз an explanation of clairvoyance or 
lucidity, 

MANY INFLUENCES POSIBLE. 

In а general hypothesis which sought 
to explain the control of medium 
bodies in trance by the agen: y of dis- 
Carnate spirits, It was to be presumed 
that an elaborate machine llke 
bodies was capable of being occasions 
ally used not only by the mind or Intel 
gence which manufa tured И, ag to 
speak, but temporarily and with diffi 
eulty by other minds or intelligence 
permitted to make use of iL

IF he 
were asked, did he associate physical 
movements and other. physical phe- 
nomena with the continued existence 
of deceased persons? He must answer 
that he did not,

ena, suppose ho was asked further did 
he consider that trunce utterances were 
ever due to the agency of departed 
persons he was bound to say that as 
regarded the content or intelligence ol 
the message It did sometimes strongly 
indicato some form of access (o à por 
sistent portion of a departed personal- 
ity and occasionally thoroughly sug- 
gested Its actual agency, By agency
